FRANCE AND SARDINIA, 

Turais, Mancu 7.—A note from Count Cavour, ad- 
dressed to M. Nigra, Paris, dated 29th February, has 
been published in reply to the message of M. Thouve- 
nel to Baron Talleyrand. As these proposals origi- 
nate with a Government which has so much right to 
expect the gratitude of Sardinia, the Sardinian Cabi- 
net is naturally disposed to give them the most favour- 
able reception ; but the Government of his Majesty is, 
nevertheless, convinced that these proposals will meet 
with serious difficulties in their execution which it 
would not be in the power of the Sardinian Govern- 
ment to vanquish. Immediately after the peace of 
Villafranca, this solution would have been accepted by 
Central Italy without reluctance. It is not the case 
at the present moment. The Sardinian Cabinet will 
transmit to Central Italy the proposals of France, the 
Government of which country will, probably, consult 
the nation by means of universal and secret suffrage. 
The proposal of a vicarate will meet with absolute re- 
sistance oa the part of the inhabitants of the Romagna. 
Count Cavour believes that the objects of France would 
be attained if the annexation were to take place on the 
conditions imposed on the King of Sardinia to recog- 
nise the superior sovereignty of the Pope, and to engage 
himself to co-operate, (ven by armed force, in maintain- 
ing the independence of the Holy See, and to contribute, 
in a certain degree, to the expenses of the Court of Rome. 
The proposition relative to Tuscany cannot be equivo- 
cal in the form in which it will be presented to the 
popular vote. Whatever be the answer which the States 
of Central Italy may give the Government of the King 
of Sardinia will accept beforehand the eventuality of 
the annexation, and the Government of the King takes 
upon itself the immense responsibility attached to it. 
He is convinced that if he rejects the demand of Tuscany 
for annexation, the Cabinet of the King would lose all 
moral authority in Italy, and would find itself reduced 
to gorern by force. Count Cavour adds some reflec, 
tions on the proposition to restore to Tuscany her auto- 
nomy. He reserves to another despatch the consideration 
of the arguments which do not relate to Central Italy, 
and concludes by stating that the reasons put forth will 
prove to M. Thouvenel that he cannot defend the solu- 
tion which he proposes. A copy of the despatch as to be 
given to the French Minister for roreign Affairs.

no PAPER-DUTY. 

The following Report of “the Commissioners of 
Inland Revenue to the Treasury on the Repeal! of the 
Duty upon Paper,dated the Ist day of March, 1860,” is 
published with the Parliamentary papers of Tuesday :— 

Inland Revenue, Somerset House, W. C., 
March 1, 1860. 

May it please your Lordships,—We have observed in 
the course of the recent debates on the budget several 
references to observations made by usin our annual 
reports on the subject of the -duties. 

‘It has been inferred from t alluded to 
that our experience of the effect of the paper-duty does 
not bear out the statement of the Chancellor of the 

Ecchequer in his speech on the 10th February—namely, 
“that the Board of Inland Revenue are com y 
agreed that there ought to be a repeal of the duty.” 

This inference, however, is not correct. e beg 
leave to state that it is our deliberate opinion that the 

aper- duty (to use the words of the Chancellor of the 

— “is rapidly becoming untenable,” and we 
hope to satisfy your lordships that this opinion is not 
inconsistent with those which we have previously ex- 
pred on the subject. 

It is no doubt true that in our first and second 
reports we noticed as a circumstance which distin- 
guishes the paper-duty from other duties of Excise, 
that the regulations under which the revenue from 
this source is collected are such as to impose very 
slight restrictions during the process of manufacture. 

Your lordships are aware that the intervention of the 
E.xcise-officer takes place at a paper mill, for the first 
time, when the paper is ready to be sent out. It is 
then his business to weigh it, to charge the duty ac- 
cording to the weight, and to place rouud the reams 
labels and wrappers denoting that the charge has been 
made, and distinguishing them from such as have not 
been brought under his inspection. 

These simple regulations leave the paper maker com- 
paratively free to adopt the best and most economical 
modes of working, and he can scarcely assert, as the mal- 
sters and distillers do, that the cost of production is in- 
creased, or the quality of the manufactured article 
impaired, by the fetters imposed upon him for fiscal 
purposes. 

W c considered it right to point out this distinguish-

In our third report, however (that of last year), we 
were compelled to draw your lordships’ atten to the 
very great and embarrassments in which we 
were involved in collecting thistax. We pointed out 
that this state of things was attributable in a great 
measure to the condemnation of the duty by a resolution 
of the House of Commons ; and we might have 
added, that the evils of which we complained had been 
accumulating for many years previously, under the 
prevalence of a impression that the duty on 
paper whuld be given up on the very first available op- 
portunity. We endeavoured to show how impossible It 
was under these circumstances to apply to Parliament 
for power to subject pew branches trade to Ex- 
cise regulations; and at the same time how unjust it was 
to allow to one an exemption from that duty and survey 
which alone prevented a rival branch from successful 
competition in the market.

THE INDIA AND CHINA MAILS. 

SouTHAMPTON, Marcu 6.—The Peninsula and 
Oriental Steam Company's steamer Indus, Captain 
Weeks, with heavy portion of above mails, arrived this 
evening at 4-30 p.m. She brings 96 passengers, 
amongst whom are, from Hongkong, Captain Shadwell, 
RN. Ch, and Colonel Hollway, K.C.B.; from Cal- 
cutta, Colonel Hobson and Brigadier Rowcroft; and 
from Gibralter, Major-General and Mrs. Rumley. 
The Indus brings on freight one box specie, precious 
stones, 3,000 rupees, also 27 boxes oranges, 76 cases 
Indian silks, 3 packages valuables, 35 packages sun- 
dries, and 13,000 bales raw silk, value £125 sterling. 
The Indus sailed from Alexandria, 20th; Malta, 24th; 
and Gibraltar Ist instant. On the 4th, in lat. 37 deg. 
11 min. N. long., 4 deg. 37 min. E., spoke the Com- 
pany s s. Ceylon, with the outward mail; and on the 
5th, at 3 p.m., passed the s.s. Ripon, off Ushant. 

The Indus was detained at Alexandria twenty-four 
hours, after embarking mails and passengers, in conse- 
quence ofa gale, which rendered the bar impassable. 

Her Majesty's ship Himalaya was still lying in the 
harbour at Malta, as were also her Majesty's ships 
Marlboro’, Victor Emmanuel, Orion, Neptune, Terrible, 
Levarge, Sertar, Tartarus, Lapwing, Intrepid, Loceon, 
Cadmus, Caradoc, and Argos. 

Her Majesty's ships Renown, Agamemnon, James 
Watt, Sylla, Mohawk, Quail, Redpole, the French 
steam-ship Jisiphore, the Austrian corvette Dargalt, 
and the Sardinian steamer Tripoli, were in the port of 
Gibraltar.

Vienna, Mancn 61ru.—It is stated iu official quar- 
ters that the Austrian Government has received positive 
information from Bologna, to the effect that the troops 
commanded by General Stefanille insist upon re- 
turning to Tuscany.

Viewna, Marcu 6.---An Imperial patent has been 
published to-day ordering the augmentation of the Im- 
perial Council, by extraordinary Councillors, who are to 
be assembled periodically. The Emperor himeelf will 
appoint for lite,as members of the Council, the arch- 
dukes, the clerical dignitaries, and some distinguished 
persons belonging to the civil and military branches. 
The Provincial Diets are to propose 38 members, sub- 


every member from a list of three candidates presented 
by the Diets. These members will take their seats in 
the Council for six years. 

The subjects which will be submitted to the dis- 
cussion offthe Council are—the Bulget; the examina- 
tion ofthe balance of pul lic aconnts; the demands of the 
Commission for the public debt; and important projects 
of general law. The Council will not take the initiative 
in the discussion of the articles of the Provincial Diets. 
The Ministers and the heads of the Public Contracts 
Office are entitled to take part in the discussions of the 
Council. The arrangement of the rules for transac- 
ting the business of the Council is reserved. The Coun- 
cillors are to have no allowance from the Treasury. 
Another Imperial ordinance convokes the assembling 
of the Councillors for the month of May next, in order 
to examine the budget fer 1861, for which purpose, and 
forthe active preparation of the establishment of the 
Provincial Diets, the Emperor will call competent men 
from all the provinces. 


PROSPECTS OF WAR JETWEEN AUSTRIA
